Germany, as a whole, doesn’t want 
any more war- not tills generation at 
least. 
It is fed up on war. 
This is my firm conviction after 
talks with men In all walks of life in 
Germany the past two years and a 
careful observation of the trend of 
thought and affair* in the new d er 
many, 
France’a alleged fear of a new Ger­ 
man Invasion is, ut the moment, a 
senseless bugaboo, according not only 
to German*, lint also to english of 
fleer*. 
The one thing that can make that 
tem an actuality, according to many 
authorities, is a further 
growth 
of 
‘French chauvinism and militarism." 
Germany -- undoubtedly

That on that day and while within 
the scope of his employment and with­ 
in the term s of the com pensation act, 
plaintiff claimed he was injured by his 
clothing igniting from a candle near 
where he worked.

serious burns and became totally dis­ 
abled for aix months. 
That at the tim e of his injury he 
was being paid $50 
per 
month 
and 
hoard and room, which was equivalent 
to $25 per week. 
The case was heard before the court 
without a jury and the judge found: 
‘T h a t the plaintiff, on November 22, 
1920, was injured by reason of his 
clothing becoming ignited by a candle 
he was using in doing certain work ex­ 
clusively for hie own purposes and 
convenience, and wholly personal to 
himself, and the character of those 
injuries was substantially as alleged. 
“That the resulting accident to the 
plaintiff did not arite out of and in the 
course of his employment.'*

A hospital, clinic, homes for crip 
pies and the Aged, schools for tin 
deaf mid blind, a day nursery, milk 
station, and a social service bureau, 
are the Institutions that usually make 
up one of these welfare centers. 
Iii 
America there are numbers of them 
patterned after the models In Europe 
where they have existed by lite thou* 
sand for ninny generations. In Euro 
pean cities of any size they serve tho 
neighboring 
communities 
and 
have 
closer touch with the people than cav 
oilier organization. Nobody Is as busy 
as these bardy, rosy-checked women 
who give their full time from morning 
till night, or from night until morning, 
managing and running their big plants 
that take care of people.
